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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1-18 are pending, claims 1-14 were elected in response to a restriction 
requirement. Applicant didn't argue about the restriction, thus it is assumed that the 
election of group one (claims 1-14) is without traverse. Applicant is requested to cancel 
non-elected claims 15-18. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1 . Claims 1 -9 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

For example, claim 1 should be in the form of method step instead of narrative 
form. For example, the phrase "the reception-side apparatus stores.." should be 
changed to "storing at the reception-side ..." or a similar phrase that represent a method 
step. 

Claims 2-9 are subject to similar rejections as indicated above. 
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Claim Objections 

2. Claims 1-4, 6-9, 11, 13 and 14 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

In claim 1 , line 28, the phrase "a control data set output from one transmission 
side functional module" does not refer to the previously recited "control data set" and 
"transmission side functional module". Reference to antecedent basis is lacking. 

In the preamble of claims 2-4, 6-9, 11,13 and 14 the terms "a network" should be 
changed to "the network" since network is already indicated in respective independent 
claims. 

In claim 3, line 6, and claim 7, line 6, the term "reception- side" has a typo error. 
In claim 5, line 32, the phrase "a control data set" should refer to its antecedent 

basis. 

In claim 5, line 28, the phrase "the relationship" lacks antecedent basis. 
Appropriate correction is required.
